Is Still the Constitution 


Today is Constitution Day. On Sept. 
17, 1787, delegates to the Constitutional 
Convention in Philadelphia adjourned 
after four months of deliberations with 
a document which was to become the 
Constitution of the United States. 


All the delegates were not happy and 
many were anxious lest it be turned 
down by the states. Yet the old, loose 
confederation had proved unworkable 
and in the 12th year of independence they 
knew that some system of central gov- 
ernment must be devised or the union of 
states would fall apart. 


In its final form the document was the 
work of many people but primarily it 
bore the stamp of James Madison, one of 
the great political scientists and scholars 
of all time. 

Madison despised tyranny in any form, 
He distrusted the people as much as gov- 
ernment. He feared tyranny by the ma- 
jority and by minorities and the power 
of opposing economic groups. His idea 
was to protect all with government serv- 
ing as referee. Thus was born the Swiss- 
watch concept of checks and balances to 
protect the people from themselves. 
Today, 173 years later, that document 
still is debated but it stands as the funda- 
mental law of 180 million Americans. It 
is the oldest republican constitution in 
the world. Its fundamental sound- 
ness is proved by the fact that it has been 
amended only 22 times and only 12 times 
since 1791. 

On this anniversary, let us reflect 
upon this document and the freedoms it 
still guarantees for us all.

WASHINGTON—The Kennedy-Johnson Demo- 
cratic presidential ticket is now taking a clear 
turn toward a relatively more conservative po- 
sition, but it may be too late a turn—in the 


States, anyhow. 

Extremely bad news for the 
Democrats, for example, has just 
come from Georgia, a state never 
in modern history carried by a 
Republican presidential candidate 
and a state which, above all oth- 
ers in the South, the Democrats 
had believed to be safe for No- 
vember. : : 

Against the universal expecta- 
tion of the professional politicians, 
Georgia Democrats have turned 
in an advisory vote favoring un- 
pledged electors rather than elec- 
tors committed to the Democratic 
ticket.

Invited guests from Kentucky will attempt to spoil 
Stan Gann’s coming-out party at Georgia Tech and 
hard-nose Alabama hosts hope to hammer a dent in 
Georgia’s Southeastern Conference crown in Birming- 
ham. 


That's a roundabout way of saying that a sparkling new foot- 
ball season is starting Saturday afternoon. Tech and Georgia share 
headline billing in conference matches as eight Southeastern Con- 
— ference teams swing into action. 


A few tickets are still available 
co for the big show at Grant Field. 

© Several hundred are on sale in Bir- 
mingham, but you can remain in your 
— living room and watch Georgia and 
© Alabama mix it up. It’s the NCAA 
~ Game of the Week on TV and WLWA- 
= TV is local host. 


The weatherman has cast a damp- 
er on both games, but clearer skies 
are forecast for Atlanta Saturday. 
Threat of rain remains over Birming- 
ham. 


After conferring with Messrs. Bob- 
by Dodd, Blanton Collier, Wallace 
Butts and Bear Bryant, you're in- 
clined to think that four teams will 
lose the two games. 


Butts and Bryant, two gents 
who can spot a dark cloud in any 
silver lining, have established a new intercollegiate record for 
pessimism. Dodd, ordinarily an optimist, sees no reason 
why his Engineers should be rated as a touchdown favorite 
over Kentucky. 


The reason, of course, is Grant Field. Tech hasn’t dropped 
an opener in its own arena since 1926. Oddsmakers consider the 
contest on Legion Field a tossup, but Georgia rates a shaky one- 
point edge in most quarters. 


The Engineers will present their new offense against Ken- 
tucky and the blueprint calls for wide-open football. Gann, the 
fabled sophomore from Northside, will be on the mound when 
Tech starts pitching. 


—Wildcats Picked to Upset Tech 


Few college football players have debuted under such tre- 
mendous pressure. No Tech sophomore has ever been so widely 
publicized before handling a varsity snap. Gann deserves the 
praise. He’s the winning type who gets the job done. He has an 
uncanny knack of spotting receivers in the clear. Against Ken- 
tucky, however, ends Taz Anderson, Gerald Burch and other 
catchers may have trouble eluding defenders. 


The Wildcats, who bordered on greatness, were undoubtedly 
the toughest losing team (4-6) in college football last season. Col- 
lier and his men are eager to erase bitter memories in one 
swipe Saturday. 


Kentucky, in my opinion, is the most underrated team in 
the SEC. No squad in the conference hits harder, and Collier 
has the hosses in the backfield. Halfbacks Cal Bird and Charley 
Sturgeon are terrific ball carriers. Quarterback Tom Rogers, 
shifted from end, appears to be the missing man the Wildcats 
have needed to steer the attack. Jerry Eisaman, starting signal 
caller last year, is one of the league’s better passers.

Kentucky, as Collier often mentions, is loaded with sophomores, 
but they’re athletes. A year ago Kentucky deserved at least an 
even break with Tech and lost a 14-12 heartbreaker in Lexington.

I believe darkhorse Kentucky will cash 
the two touchdowns Saturday and trim Tech, 14-7, in a rugged duel.

Messrs. Butts and Bryant are staunch advocates of 
hard-nose combat. They believe that a good athlete should butt you, 
and both teams have stickout athletes.

Shortly before noon on July 20, Ed Lawshe of At- 


lanta was crossing Ivy and 


East Ellis streets. The day 


had become humid. Lawshe mopped his brow as he

When he reached the little girl's 
side, he could see she was dead. 


BOMBING STARTS 

Other citizens were hastening 
towards the intersection of Ivy 
and East Ellis, attracted by the 
blast and the brown cloud of 
dust and smoke now slowly dissi- 
pating over the rooftops. 


On the other side of Atlanta, 
Mollie Smith, a young lady, heard 
the shell explode. One of her 
brothers said: 


“What a big gun!” and another 
brother, who was present at the 
Battle of Manassas, said: 


“That is a shell. They are going 
to bombard the city.” 


Andy Neal, now in Atlanta, 
wrote in a letter: “ .. . I never 
felt that Atlanta would be given 
up without a fight until lately. 
If the enemy will press on now I 
fear our Army will fall back to 
East Point. 


By afternoon, fighting erupted 
along the Peachtree stream on 
the northern outskirts of Atlanta. 
One Confederate soldier, W. P. 
Archer, believed the Southerners 
had surprised the Yankees at 
mealtime, as he wrote: 


PEACHTREE CREEK 


“The Battle of Peachtree Creek 
was on good and strong. At first 
the Federals seemed demoralized 
and panic-stricken and everything 
seemed to favor the Confederates, 
but this situation did not last long, 
for just over beyond the creek 
lay thousands of bluecoats, who

E. B. Fenton of the 20th Con- 
necticut Volunteer Infantry was 
in the core of the fighting: 


“Four times during that after- 
noon the rebels tried to carry our 
line but were as often sent reel- 
ing back.

“Our army fell back to Atlanta 
under a heavy fire from the 
enemy's batteries, located to the 
left of the Peachtree road. 


“We found the city in a wild 
state of excitement. Citizens were 
running in every direction. Terror- 
stricken women and children went 
screaming about the streets seek- 
ing some avenue of escape from 
hissing, bursting shells, as they 
sped on their mission of death and 
destruction. Perfect pandemonium 
reigned near the Union Depot. 


Into the night the city was alive 
with noise — men and women 
shouting and hurrying, and the 
rumble of wagons bearing the 
wounded.

People have been aware that

“‘shocker”"’ came recently from 
New York. College students 
there were doing business with 
organizatiogss which would 
ghost-write a thesis or provide 
a substitute to take a test — for 
a fee. 

“My conscience always hurts 
after I cheat,” one Atlanta 
teen-age girl said, “but some- 
times I just have to do it when 
I don’t Keep up with my werk.” 

“I think some of us cheat,” 
said another girl, ‘“‘as a game 
to see if we can beat the teach- 
er.

A Word to Weekend Shoppers: 
Watch Out for Antique Sales 


By MORTON YARMON 


NEW YORK—(WNS)—If yours 
is the kind of family that spends 
weekends driving along country 
roads, here’s a word of caution: 
watch out when you buy antique 
furniture. Otherwise, the trophy 
you bag at that quaint little shop 
may turn into a white elephant. 


Buying an antique calls for 
all the usual cautions directed 
at the shopper—and then some. 
And that’s particularly so if 
the antique you get is a piece 
of furniture for it must be as 
usable as it’s decorative. 

Once you come across a likely 
piece of furniture for your home, 
and the price seems right, it 
should undergo several tests 
before you finally open your 
wallet. 

Chairs demand the most care- 
ful testing for they get the 


a 


most use of all pieces of furni- 
ture. Most important, make 
sure that the chair you're con- 
sidering is comfortable to sit 
in for that’s what it will be 
there for. Often the legs will 
prove to have been cut down, 
so sit on it to make sure it is 
the correct height—and that 
the seat is ample. Place the 
chair on a level floor to check 
that the legs are all of equal 
height and that the bottoms of 
the feet are even. 


Next, is the chair tight? That 
can be checked by placing your 
knee on the front of the seat 
and pushing against the back. 
Looseness will be readily ap- 
parent. If the chair isn’t too 
heavy, you might try the up- 
side-down test, lifting the chair 
and putting pressure against 
the opposite legs. 


An upholstered chair brings 
on additional questions. First, 


tap the seat. If it sags, the 
springs probably are worn out. 
Then check to see that the pad- 
ding is evenly distributed, not 
lumpy. Of course. you'll check 
the upholstery itself for signs of 
wear and for stains. 


As with a light chair, you can 
give a light table the upside- 
down test to check the tight- 
ness of the legs. If the table is 
too heavy for this, place pres- 
sure with the hands against op- 
posite corners. Do the same 
with any “case” pieces you are 
considering—that’s cabinet mak- 
er jargon for boxlike chests, 
desks, and the like. This will 


reveal any leg weakness. 


Case pieces call for a good 
deal of attention to the drawers. 
Remove each drawer from the 
frame, then see to it that it 
moves in and out freely, and 
that it fits evenly. Check the 
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drawer guides, and the blocks 
or stops at the rear. Look for 
dust panels between the draw- 
ers. Check the joints. 


Hard-to-get-at hidden parts 
are just as important as parts 
seen right off. In searching for 


cracks, for example, don't over- 
look either the bottom of each 
drawer or the paneling at the 
back of the chest or cabinet. 


The wood should be checked 


on every piece you consider. 
Naturally you wouldn't want 
to spoil the outward appearance, 
but every piece has a hidden 
area on which you can make 
your test. Scrape off a small 
patch of finish or use some 
paint remover and inspect the 
wood. Close examination of the 


edge of a table top or drawer 
front will show if the piece is 
veneered or of solid construc-
